Five Zones Established?; 
Based on Nearness to 
Plots; Protests Filed 


There was a large turnout at the 
hearing on plans for levying the 
assessment to cover the $593,300 
cost of developing the system of 
municipal parking fields conducted 
by. the Village Board . Monday 
night. After hearing numerous 
spe'akers, Mayor Robert’ X. Doxsee 
announced the Board would take 
the matter under advisement before 
taking final action. 

At the outset it was explained 
that at a hearing held in October, 
1948, It was voted to split the cost, 
75 percent being levied against the 
benefited' area and 25 percent on 
the Village at large, and nothing 
said at the hearing would have any 
affect on this plan. 

Five Assessment Areas 

The assessment areas were in¬ 
dicated on a map shown at the 
hearing. Five zones have been 
established based on, the nearness 
of property to the fields: The first 
zone, indicated- by green, included 
property directly accessible to Che 
fields, where the assessment will be 
based on 100 per cent of the prop¬ 
erty value, or $17.50 for each $T00; 
the second zone, red, 400 feet from 
an exit or entrance, 50 per cent. 
$8.76 per hundred: the third rone, 
800 feet, 30 percent, $5.25 per hun¬ 
dred; the fourth zone, brown, 1,200 
feet, 15 percent, $2.62 per hundred, 
and the fifth, white, 5 per cent, 87 
cents per hundred. 

Heniv P. 'Staples,: appearing for 
the trustees of the Long Island 
Rail Road, protested the assessment 
levied ^against the cpmpany, saying 
he did - not believe . the railroad 
would be benefited by the. fields, 
that It was right of way property 
and not subject to assessments and 
he pleaded the company was In 
bankruptcy and could not pay its 
baxes let alone assessments.

In winning a brilliantly played 
elimination game, both offensively 
and defensively, against the highly 
regarded Carlos Jewelers, the Free¬ 
port DeMov’s were apparently 
judged with prejudice. (i The fact, 
that one of the newly acquired 
teams has made such a miserable 
showing by losing its two league 
games by the devastating scores of 
z4 to 1 and 18 to 4, bears out the 
irregular method of selecting teams. 
This team also lost its elimination 
game and was not uniformed for 
their opening game. One of the 
■higher officials at Jones Beach as¬ 
sured me that the teams were judg¬ 
ed by their play on the field, their 
general appearance, their hustle, 
the past record of both teams and 
players, the number of hits or er¬ 
rors In the elimination game and 
whether victorious or not. 

To further supplement the unjust 
decision made by the saftbalf board, 
one of the newly selected teams 
was just able to put nine men on 
the field on opening day, plus the 
fact that two of thedr pitchers had 
to alternate between pitching and 
playing the field twice. Freeport 
with a population of almost 30,000 
is ^denied, representation at ■ Jones 
Beach State Park, yet smaller com J 
munities like Mineola and Hlcks- 
ville have two ‘teams to represent

Dear Parent:'. "" V 

Your son has shqrwn interest in Freeport football and is a candidate 
for one of our squads. 

As his strongest rooter, you will want to help hiin achieve the best 
possible results and to get as much out of this activity as it offers.' 

. Football is an exceptionally strenuous and 'exacting game and will 
make demands on your boy that will require him to be in“ the best of 
physical condition if he-is to represent you, himself and his school, to 
the best of his ability. He is coming out for football voluntarily and 
should be willing to pay- the price of being selected to represent Freeport. 
You can help him by understanding what our training regulations are 
and why we have them. 

He should receive nine hours of sleep daily and is expected to be in 
the house at ten every night except Saturday. If possible he should pay 
some attention to diet, eating normally but avoiding heavy indigestible 
foods. Naturally alcohol in any form is out as is smoking. If he can’t 
make these sacrifices we feel that he should look elsewhere for his activity 
as experience has shown that a boy who won’t give these up very seldom 
comes through when the chips are down. 

We are glad to have your boy with us and know that he will profit 
a great deal from this game. 

. Hoping to see you at the games this fall. 

THE FREPORT COACHING STAFF 

The above is a copy of a letter that goes out to our squad members’ 
parents and it was suggested to me that some of you might be Interested 
in it as well as in an account of what we are trying to accomplish in 
Freeport football. 

Those of us who have been in the game for a while know that there 
is a lot of education in football that you don’t get in the class room and 
that it can make a definite contribution to a modern educational program 
that has for its aim, “preparation for life.” . 

We, and by we, I mean all those people who are in back of our present 
program such as our school administration, and the entire coaching 
staff, feel that' football is one of the influences that offset many of the 
undesirable characteristics we hear mentioned so often in connection 
with some of our young people. The boys to whom football appeals, are 
boys with lots of drive and "pep” and need a competitive, contact sport 
to which to give' their energy and ideals. 

Naturally we don’t always achieve our alms in ccaching any more 
than' the classroom does. Not all boys playing football learn the lessons 
of team play, sports man s h ip and team loyalty, but I’m sure they learn 
what hard work teels like. They learn that they must get up after being 
knocked down, they learn to keep.going-'when they want to quit and they 
learn that they can't have their cake and eat it too. Art; times these are 
pretty tough lessons to swallow but the boys who really stick it out will 
back me up when I say that in the end there is no game like it and that 
it is a true saying that football will always give more to an individual 
than any body will ever give football. 

Football as the most highly deevloped rf American scholastic sports 
comes In for a lot of criticism and some of it may be justified. However 
many of the game’s deftractors need to understand more about the activity 
which unfortunately most of them know of cnly in the most casual way.
